Note on Summit Talks 
Due from Khrushchev 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - U S . offi­ 
cials looked today for a quick— 
and probably favorable — reply 
from Moscow to the U.S.-British 
proposal for a U N. summit con­ 
ference to begin about Aug. 12 
These authorities said, however, 
that the exact response of Soviet 
Prem ier Khrushchev is more than 
ordinarily difficult to predict. Be­ 
cause the Russian leader has been 
confronted with not one but two 
conflicting summit proposals from 
the 
West,

Khrushchev is in a position to pick 
and choose. French Premier de 
Gaulle has called for a five power 
meeting to begin in Geneva Aug. 
IS—and outside the framework of 
the United Nations.

Dump Blasts 


Cause Panic 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP 
— A big army munitions dump 
was ripped today by a series of 
blasts. 
Military 
authorities 
said 
the casualty toll could not be de­ 
termined, 
but 
civilian 
officials 
said 50 persons may have been 
killed 
Rescue workers were kept out 
of the shattered area 
18 miles 
from Rio de Janeiro for fear more 
artillery shells might go off. 
The War Ministry issued a com 
munique calling on the population 
to remain calm in the wake of 
the shattering blasts that spread 
panic over a wide arca. 
Artur de Vargas Jr., who was 
in a 
housing development 
near 
the scene, described the blasts as 
“ something 
terrifying 
and 
inde­ 
scribable.” 
“ We got the impression it was 
the end" of the world,” Vargas 
said, “That houses, people, every­ 
thing would he wiped out in the 
big catastrophe.” 
The main blast occurred in the 
Cambui 
munition dump 
in 
the 
town of Deodoro. Two army regi­ 
ments 
are 
stationed 
near 
the 
dump 
The newspaper Diario da Node 
quoted President Juscelino Kubit* 
schek as saying the arm y esti­ 
mated the dam age at one billion 
cruzeiros—about 7‘a million dol­ 
lars.

The Fayette Count> S h e p anis 
Club and two of the four major 
Blocky aids in the county have com­ 
bined forces in a program aimed 
at the control of scabies in sheep 
The steps taken by these two 
groups — one of producers and 
the other of marketers—is in line 
with enforcement of an amended 
regulation ot the UNDA, Division 
of Animal Husbandry, which went 
into effect Friday, 
The seven-section regulat i o n s 
says: 
(1) all sheep a f f e c t e d with 
scabies must be reported to the 
Department of Apiculture by t h e 
owner. . or any person who be­ 
lieves the sheep so affected or ex­ 
posed ; 
(2) AU sheep found to be affected 
or exposed. . will be placed under 
quarantine. Sheep so q i arantine 
may be consigned, under depart­ 
ment permit for immediate slaugh­ 
ter, to slaughter houses in Ohio 
or dipped under department super­ 
vision until quarantine is .ifted; 
(3) All sheep in flock or con­ 
signment in which scabies is found 
shall be classed as diseased. Re­ 
moval of diseased sheep is pro­ 
hibited. 
(4) Sheep affected with. or ex­ 
posed to, scabies shall not be ship­ 
ped; 
(5) Y'chicles. yards, pens, chutes 


and premises which have h e l d 
sheep with scabies must be clean­ 
ed and disinfected before o t h cr 
sheep arc put in them; 
(6 ) All sheep sold by an auction 
market, concentration yard, public 
stockyard or livestock dealer, ex­ 
cept those consigned for slaughter 
under permit, must be dipped as 
recommended by the department; 
(7) Dipping may be waived by 
the department. 
Both the Union and Producers 
Stockyards here are equipped to 
dip sheep in accordance with de­ 
partment recoin mepdations, th e 
managements said. 
The other two stockyards do not 
handle sheep so extensively, th e 
managers explained that they buy 
on order from paokerr, and s h i p 
direct. 
The Shepherds Club, a s p o kes- 
man said, is helping with the con­ 
trol of scabies through “ s h e e p 
dipping rings,” which formed in 
leach township of the county.

Beef cattle numbers this year ere 
only four percent less than t w o 
years ago. The 1918-1928 reduction 
was 35 percent; for 1934 1938 it was 
16 percent and the 1945 1949 re­ 
duction was seven percent.

or DDT applied thoroughly as a 
spray, or as a dust to the infested 
areas should give good cont r o I.

When should a field be sprayed? 
We do not know, since these aphids 
often disappear without need f o r 
treatment. 
An “ insurance type” 
spray of Malathion I lb. actual per 
acre, or Parathion 0.5 lh. actu a I 
per acre will control the aphids, 
but an untreated strip should be 
left for checking the effectiveness 
of the treatment Parathion is ex 
tremely toxic and should he u>ed 
only by experienced spray opera­ 
tors

Hikes Income 
$25 Per Acre 


Corn Belt farmers who are high- 
level users of fertilizer make an 
average gross income of $67 per 
acre annually, compared with $42 
for non - users and the national 
average of $46 for all U. S. farm­ 
ers, reports the Midwest office of 
I the National Plant Food Institute. 


The Institute based its figures 
on a study by National Anal y a* 
ists, Inc., of Philadelphia. In tbe 
study, a representative s a rn p I- 
ing was made nationally and re­ 
gionally of farmers operat i n g 
more than IOO acres each. 


High level fertilizer users a r e 
defined as “ farmers who general­ 
ly add plant food at rates close 
to levels recommended by s t a t e 
agricultural a colleges.” 


Farmers interviewed in the sur­ 
vey rate the use of more fertilizer 
as next to the top in a list of se­ 
lected 
practices that are

mark of a good farmer.” 


The study showed that 52 p e r 
cent of the high - level users of 
fertilizer have a gross income of 
$10,000 or more. 


More than 71 per cent of high- 
level fertilizer users have a capi­ 
ta l investment of o v e r $35,000, 
compared with 57 per cent for non­ 
users. Only 40 per cent of h i g h 


I fertilizer users are 50 years or old­ 
er, as against 53 per cent for non­ 
users.

Molybdenum 
Found Lacking 
In Acid Soils 


Recent tests at a midwest e m 
university indicate that a combina­ 
tion of high soil acidity and lack 
of the trace element molybdenum 
may be related to cause p o o r 
yields on such crops as clov e r s, 
alfalfa, cauliflower and broccoli. 
Molybdenum, just re c e n 11 y 
found to be needed for the ade­ 
quate growth of some plants, is 
found lacking primarily in acid 
soils. Fertile soils contain l e s s 
than one pound of molybden u rn 
per acre plow layer, an' in water 
cultures one part molybden u rn 
with a billion parts water will re­ 
sult in normal plant growth. 
An accurate application of agri­ 
cultural limestone to correct t h e 
soil’s pl! will, in turn, make moly­ 
bdenum already in the soil more 
available. 
The tests, held in a greenhouse 
at Purdue University and now being 
applied in the field, do not indi­ 
cate recommendations should be 
made now for fertilizing with moly­ 
bdenum. They do, however, point 
out what agronomists have b e e n 
saying for years: That p r o p e r 
liming of soils 
will 
return 
the 
greatest yield per dollar invested. 
“ A good liming program is essen­ 
tial,” according to one midwestern 
agronomist, “ when the objectives 
are to receive the maximum profit 
from land use on connection with 
conservation of our soil.” 
There is another indirect benefit 
of liming the soil. Excess molybd­ 
enum can be toxic to animals so 
never apply molybdenum u n l e s s 
specifically advised to do so.

An effective and safe way is to 
get two 5-quart oil cans or smaller 
containers and fill with inquest es. 
Pour kerosene or starter fluid over 
one can of briquettes until saturat­ 
ed. Then pour the excess fluid over 
the second can until the briquettes 
are saturated. After they are sat­ 
urated, place them in the pit or 
brazier and light. Excess fuel can 
be returned to the original can. 
Stuckey warns that the g a s e s 
which generate wh n liquid fuel hits 
hot coals are very explosive. Never 
use gasoline, either raw or in a 
mixture, to kindle a fi:e. Never add 
any kind of liquid fuel after the 
fire has been started. 
Another safety feature to keep in 
mind, Stuckey says, is that char­ 
coal briquettes ca i catch fire by 
spontaneous combustion if they be­ 
come damp or are 
stored 
in

damp place.

Potato Seed Balls 


Entirely Worthless 


CO LUM BUS — If you find small, 
tomato - like fruits growing on your 
potato plants, they are potato seed 
balls, or the true fruit of the pota­ 
to, says E. C. Wittmeyer, O h i o 
State University extension horticul­ 
turist. These fruits usually range in 
size from 44 to IV4 inches in dia­ 
meter or larger. 
Tbe relat i v e I y cool, humid 
weather earlier this summer fav­ 
ored the development of t h e s e 
seed balls. Ordinarily, Ohio s m i­ 
mer* are too warm and too dry 
for the development of t h e s e 
fruits, Wittmeyer says. In t h e 
northern states, for example, the 
fruits are quite common e a c h 
year. 
Some of the older varieties, like 
Irish Cobbler, seldom produce seed 
balls, the horticulturist exp I a i n s, 
while some of the newer varieties, 
like Katahdin, Sebago, and Chero­ 
kee, may produce them abundant­ 
ly 
When these seed balls are cut, 
you usually can find many flatten­ 
ed, egg - shaped seeds, lf these 
seeds are removed, then c u r e d 
and planted next spring, tbe result­ 
ing plants may or may not resem­ 
ble the parent plants. Plant breed­ 
ers have been using seed balls to 
develop new varieties, but the work 
is laborious and time 
consuming.

To Schoolteacher

W ITHIN another few weeks, 
m any youngsters across the na­ 
tion will be entering kindergar­ 
ten or first grade for the first 
time. 
If your youngster is one of 
them , naturally you are a bit 
anxious about how he will take 
to school—and how the school 
will take to him. 


Parents* Mistake 
Your particular child, I am 
sure, is a very bright young­ 
ster. No doubt you want him 
to get off to a good start. And 
for this reason you are apt to 
make the same mistake many, 
many parents make during the 
month or so before school be­ 
gins. 
Don’t try to cram him full of 
knowledge as though he were 
about to take a college exam­ 
ination. 
Teaching a child to 
count to ten, or even to recite 
the alphabet, is unnecessary. 
I t’s true th a t m any five and 
six-year-olds 
can 
print 
their 
nam es when they first enter 
class. 
B ut m aybe your child 
can’t So w hat ? 


Learns in School 
He is going to school to learn. 
And he will learn more readily 
and m ore thoroughly under the 
guidance of a trained teacher 
than under Mom or Pop’s tute­ 
lage, no matter what the par­ 
ents' education may have been. 
Y et the tem ptation is great 
to try to give a youngster a 
head sta rt by teaching him to 
read before he enters school. 
And this is a perfectly natural 
tendency, since reading ability 
ta closely associated w ith any 


child’s advance in school. 
But, actually, these home ef­ 
forts a t trying to teach a child 
to read often hinder rather than 
help him. Thus you defeat your 
own purpose. 
A child, you see, must be 
ready to read. Simply reaching 
the age of five or six doesn’t 
mean that he is all set to sit 
down with a good book. His 
mental age, more than hts cal­ 
endar 
years, 
will 
determine 
when he is ready. And a teacher 
is a better judge of his ability 
than you are. 


Adverse Effect 
Forcing a youngster to read 
before he is ready tan easily 
give him a distaste for all read­ 
ing. 
And this, of course, can 
adversely affect all his school 
work. 
If your tot is as bright as 
you think he is, he probably 
will begin reading by himself. 
He will recognize signs, news­ 
paper headlines and advertise­ 
ments or words or phrases on 
the television screen. 
Here is a case when you can 
help him bv correcting him— 
and by admiring his achieve­ 
ments.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — Bet­ 
ting odds now favor an Ohio vote 
Nov. 4 on the issue of union m em ­ 
bership as a condition of employ­ 
ment. 
Ohioans for Right to Work, Inc., 
sponsor of an 
anti - union shop 
am endm ent to the Ohio Constitu­ 
tion, claim s enough signatures to 
qualify the question for election 
ballots. A total of 354,210 valid 
nam es are needed 
“ More than an adequate num ber 
of signatures will be filed before 
the midnight deadline next Tues­ 
day,” says Theodore M. Gray Sr., 
executive director of the group. 
United Organized Labor of Ohio, 
union 
organization 
bucking 
the 
proposal, concedes the group head­ 
ed by Frank J. Egner, Findlay 
trucker, should have enough sig­ 
natures. 
“ We are betting they will put it 
on,” says Walt Davis, head of the 
united labor group. 
His statem ent to newsmen vir­ 
tually ends speculation that lack 
of signatures or political pressure 
might delay a vote on the question 
until next year. 


Union leaders already are plan­ 
ning their drive to register voters 
and whip up sentiment to beat the 
proposal at the polls next fall 
They term ed an anti-union shop 
ban rally in Uhrichsville Sunday 
the opening gun in that campaign.

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FAYETTE COUNTY’S FIRST SAFE for securing county funds 
Is believed to be still in the community and is now being sought 
by the Fayette County Historical Society. The safe was robbed of 
some $18,000 in county funds during Civil War days; the mystery 
was never solved.

What has become of F a y e t t e 
County’s first safe — the one in 
which the county funds were kept 
in the old Courthouse? 
This the question being asked by 
officials of the Fayette C o u n t y 
H istorical Society, who are seek­ 
ing to locate the safe and obtain 
it as one of the com m unity’s im ­ 
portant relics of the past. 
Upon to some 20 years ago the 
old safe had reposed for m a n y 
years in the elevator then owned 
by Virgil Vincent, on W. Court St. 
What becam e of it atter the death 
of Vincent is not known but re­ 
ports indicate it is still in existence, 
Anyone having information as to 
Us whereabouts, or its disposition 
is asked to call George Pensyl, 
president of the Historical Society. 
The old safe was locked with a 
massive key, for in the days when 
it was made there were few if 
any complicated c o r n b i n ation 


locks such as are on later types 
ut safes. 
Outside of one or two safes here 
the safe was the first one in Fay- 
j ette County, sofar as known. 
It was 32 inches high and was 
28 inches wide, and had a handle 
on each side 
It was fitted with 
rollers or wheels. The knob was 
I made of brass. 
The walls of the castiron safe 
were filled with fire clay to make 
it as near fire proof as possible. 
The lock turned three heavy bolts 
which fitted deeply into the walls 
i of the safe so it could not be open­ 
ed unless by key or blast.

IT IS BELIEVED the safe was 
well over IOO years old, but it was 
never used, except for storing pa­ 
pers, after the present Courthouse 
opened in 1884 when the present 
; large safe was purchased and in- 
j stalled. 
Soon after the old Courthouse 


was torn dowrn the old safe w as dis­ 
posed of and trace of it was lost 
until I saw it in the coal room at 
the Vincent Elevator, in a c o a l 
room and bogan obtaining s o m e 
data concerning it. 
When Eli Craig becam e c o linty 
treasurer, by appointment in 1872, 
the safe was still in use. A that 
tim e it was in the trea su rer’s of 
fice, which was the second room 
from the corner, fronting on Court 
St. 
Back around Civil War d a ys 
according to reports, some $18,. 
OOO in 
county 
funds 
vanished 
from the safe one night, after 
someone probably a professional 
picked the lock. 
When the treasurer opened for 
business the next morning, t h e 
county funds were gone and the 
safe door was standing open. 
It is one of the crim e m ysteries 
in the county which was n e v e r 
solved.

THE KEY was still with the safe 
when it was last heard of. 
As I recall, Vincent used the safe 
lol storing 
papers, but kept 
no 
money in it and did not keep it 
locked. 
The interior of the c o u n t y’s 
first strong box was so arranged 
that a large amount of silver and 
gold could be placed in it in addi­ 
tion to currency. 
When the safe was robbed of the 
county funds, speculation ran high 
as to who stole the contents of the 
safe.
